EXPECTED DEATH BY SAVAGES.

Major Price, at the Hotel Oriente, in 
Manila, aiid told a remarkable story of 
his eight, months In captivity, ending 
witn his jdr.imat'c deliverance fiom a 
death that seemed inevitable.

DR. M'GLYNN'S CAREER. 


New York, Jan. 7. Edward| McGlynn 


was born in New York city o,ri Sept 27, 
1S37. 
He was educated at 
public 


schools in this city and 
iUj 1851-00 


studied theology at the .College of the 
Propaganda in Rome, where he receiv- 
ed his doctorate after public examina- 
tion. 


In 1860 he was ordained to the priest- 


hood and on his return to Amei ica was 
made an assistant pastor. In 1866 he 
•was appointed pastor of St. Stephen's 
church in New York city and became 
very ponular by his eloquence, hearti- 
ness and quick sympathy with the peo- 
ple. 


Dr McGlynn's unwilligness to estab- 


lish a parochial school in connection 
with his church and his claim that the 
public schools were safe for' the chil- 
dren of Roman Catholics, brdught him 
into disfavor with the authorities of 
the church. 
He supported Henry 


George during the mayoralty i canvass 
of 1886 and his remarks in favor of 
Mr. George's land theories on public 
platforms resulted m his being censured 
by the archbishop of the diocese. He 
persisted, and the matter was referred 
to, Rome for action. The archbishop 
meanwhile removed him 
from 
the 


charge of St. Stephens and he Was sum- 
moned to appear at the Vatican; but 
ignoring the papal demands, 'he was 
excommunicated 
During the spring 


of; 1887 Dr. McGlynn helped to found 
and became the president of the anti- 
poverty society, and was conspicuous 
by his Sunday evening lectures before 
that body. 


Although many of 
Dr. , McGlynn's 


friends had dropped away from him, 
the Rev. Dr. Burtseil stood staunchly 
by him, and about 1890 rumors were 
spread that Dr. McOlynn's case had 
been reviewed in Rome and that he 
was abort to be returned to favor. 


When Mgr. Satolli came to tne United

2nd. and 3d of February, 
opening at 10 o'clock on Thursday. The 
entrance fee will be twenty-iive cents 
for each bird. The judge will be H. B. 
May of Natick, Mass. Mr. May is one 
of the foremost hen-fanciers m New 
England, and makes a business of judg- 
ing choice poultry. The whole amount 
of the admission fee will be divided 
among the prize winners, and the pro- 
portion will be fifty per cent to those 
winning first premiums, twenty-five to 
seconds, and fifteen per cent to the 
third class. 
The proceeds from en- 


trance fees, etc. will go toward the ex- 
penses of the exhibition and of the so- 
ciety.

ARMY RAILWAY CORPS. 


A Force of Volunteers Becrui led from 


the Great Shops. 


The' Importance to military com- 


manders in the field of having the 
contiol of an efficient railway corps 
able to move with an army^ in order to 
jonstruct or repair railroads in ad- 
rancing, and to dismantle and break 
hem down when necessary to cover a 
retreat—for railways are never de- 
stroyed except m the latter contin- 
;ency—cannot be overrated. For in- 
stance, when tbe Germans invested 
Paris, they largely availed themselves 
of the railways around the city, and 
took possession of the extensive loco- 
motive works of the Northern com- 
>any in order to repair the rolling 
stock and plant required. But their 
own special railway 
corps, 
over- 


whelmed with work on their lines ot 
communication, was not available for 
this additional task; consequently they 
were compeled to seek out and Impress 
into their ser\ ice many of the French 
artisans and skilled mechanics em- 
ployed in the sbops, honorably paying 
these men for their forced labor. 


For facilitating and accelerating mo- 


bilization and concentration on fron- 
tiers like those of France, Germany 
ind other continental countries, it has 
long been realized that raihvays are 
invaluable. Of little moro than academ- 
ic interest, however, would be an ac- 
count of the special military railway 
sysems organized for the purpose, since 
the requirements of those nations are 
so different from our own. In short, it 


not here necessary to discuss the 


question of our own rauroad system as 
a factor of national uefence, beyond re- 
marking that the brsls of the whole 
scheme rests In the recognition of the 
fact that as a system, per se, it is ac- 
knowledge to be the best in the world, 
and is being worked always at high 
pressure, therefore1 its own civil func- 
tionaries are the proper persons to be 
retained to control It 


There can be little or no doubt that 


this plan is greatly preferable to those 


of France, [Germany, Austria, etc., 
where the actual technical working of 
the railways is taken out of the hands 
of experienced officials and placed in 
those of military officers, whose only 
practical knowledge has been gained 
by occasional [ exercise and periods of 
training. 
Some years ago, however 


Colonel H. MJ Hozier read a paper be- 
fore the members of the Royal United 
States institution, In which he enlarged 
upon the idea that an addition to a 
well-thought-out railway mobilization 
scheme for home defence, the peculiar 
requirements for the British army de- 
manded provisions by which a special- 
railway corps] or only the nucleus one, 
might be forthcoming from the great 
railway works' of the country, to accom- 
pany it on expeditions or in operations 
abroad. For.jas the lecturer pointed 
out, 
there could be no possible'doubt 


that it would be of the greatest assist- 
ance to those conducting such opera- 
tions, particularly in a civilized coun- 
try, well equipped with railroads, to 
have at theirjdisposal not only tVained 
engineer officers, but special enlisted 
artificers, engine driv ers, firemen and 
skilled workmen of all the various 
crafts concerned with ihe construction 
repairing andjworking of railroads. 


The despatch of an army corps to 


South Africa' is a case in point, and, 
happily, the troops are to be accom- 
panied by just such a semi-military 
and unique departmental corps ,if the 
term may be applied to the men now 
mobilizing at Chatham, from two, If 
not more, of the principal railway 
n orks. 
j 


-JHow did the creation of the material 
for this eminently practical force come' 
about? The scheme owes its origin to 
tbe patriotism and foresight of the late 
Sir George Fi'ndlay, the general mana- 
ger of the London and Norbwestern 
railway company, who conceived the 
idea of forming a technical volunteer 
corps solely! for the men employed at 
the famous Crewe works; and early in 
1877 an affective force of over 
600 


men was here embodied under the title 
of the 2nd Cheshire (railway) engineer 
volunteers. The corps is composed en- 
tirely of men! who in their every-day 


ocations are smiths, fitters, engine- 
rivers, 
signalmen, 
etc ,—m short, 


cquainted with every pulse phase of 
ailway work, and who undergo, in ad- 
ition to the! ordinary mfantiy drill, a 
ourse of instruction in military engin- 
ienng. 
!

Realizing 


hat the coips from having been incoi- 
porated upon the ordinalv volunteer 
principle, was liable only to be called 
out for active service in event of inva- 
sion, he next approached the War Office 
with a scheme by which a ceitam por- 
ion of it might be leudciod available 
tor service abiodd.
